FBAHE HOUSES BUBNED.

Quite a lively fire occurred shortly 
after midnight last night, on Main 
street, between Sixth 
and 
Seventk 
streets. 
W atchman McCullough, who 
was in the neighborhood at th at time, 
saw the flames issuing from the second 
story of a building occupied by J. M. 
McCay as a carpenter shop, numbered 
539, and turned in the alarm from box 
No. 13. 
Before the engines had been 
told of the fire, however, the whole 
building was in a blaze. A livery stable, 
owned by Vickers & Vickers, and known 
as the Emporium Stables, caught fire 
shortly after, and the horses and vehicles 
were gotten out just in time. 
A shoe 
shop, kept by W. H. Stein, was destroyed, 
as also was a fruit stand adjoining, kept 
by Mr. 
Taggart. 
The livery stable 
was insured, but no one coaid tell at that 
hour whether there was an insurance on 
the carpenter shop or not. The canse of 
the fire was a mystery, and after it was 
over there was no way of ascertaining in 
what part of the building it started, ex­ 
cept that it m ust have been toward the 
back, which was a mass of flames when 
discovered. The loss waB estim ated a t 
about $5,000.

The Prohibition leaders said that they 
intended to put a full, straight ticket in 
field, and that the candidates would be 
such men as could be supported by the 
anti-saloon elem ent of the Republican 
party. The petition asking the Com­ 
m ittee to call the Convention had been 
signed by ninety-four voters, and these 
represented only those who had been 
seen inside of an hour or two. “ We do 
n ot intend to be fooled again,” said one 
of the signers. 
“ We were left in the 
cold last tim e and we won’t be this 
tim e.” 
The Union League members say that 
the rumor that there is one member who 
don’t want an office, is false, and if it 
were true they don’t think that there 
are enough members of the Oro Fino 
Club left to find him .

The Southern Pacific officials make a 
sim ilar statement. 
“ Our freight busi­ 
ness has, in the m ain, been local,” said 
Mr. Hornbeck yesterday afternoon, “ and 
the fact th a t tbe oranges have begun 
to move hae made quite a big item. 
Southern California is now shipping a 
good deal of the golden fruit to Oregon 
and W ashington Territory, and there are 
also considerable quantities going into 
M ontana. 
Through freight traffic has 
not been very gosd as there has not been 
anything of note to ship.” 
The passenger agents for the Southern 
Pacific state that the local business 
shows an increase on that of the month 
previous, but th a t the overland traffic is 
quiet.

NO HOKE RATE WARS. 


A P r iv a te A cco u n t o f th e B ig R a il­ 
r o a d C o n fe r e n c e . 
Mr. F. W. Thompson, the busy repre­ 
sentative of the Rock Island, yesterday 
evening received a long cipher telegram 
from Chicago, announcing what had been 
done during the day at at the meeting of 
the W estern Passenger Association in 
that city. 
It stated that a 
cast-iron 
agreement had been entered into, by 
which no more cutting would be poss ible 
and also th at all excessive commissions 
would in future be abolished. 
This 
shows that the railroads intend to faith-» 
fully carry out the spirit expressed at the 
recent Transcontinental Association meet­ 
ing. 
That body decided that inasm uch 
as the Western railroads have for some 
tim e past been operating at an expense 
instead of a profit, in future all rates, 
both local and through were to be rigidly 
m aintained. 
In connection with this 
Mr. J. W. Adams, tbe Chicago and 
A lton’s agent here, has received the fol­ 
lowing instructions irom General Passen­ 
ger Agent Jam es Charlton of his Com­ 
pany: 
“ Please understand positively 
that you must adhere rigidly to tariff 
rates regardless of consequences. 
This 
means not only that you must report all 
tickets sold at full tariff rates, but that 
you must collect full rates from all pas­ 
sengers.” 
The Santa Fe, Southern Pacific, Bur­ 
lington, in fact h11 the other railroad 
men have received instructions couched 
in the same strain, in the case of the 
Union Pacific it being understood that 
dismissal will follow any attem pt of any 
employee to cut rates. This precludes, 
at least for some time, another of those 
rate wars which are disastrous both to 
the railroad companies concerned and 
the busioess interests of the communi­ 
ties affected.

HEALTH M ATTERS. 


N n l i d n c G i R e p o r t e d b y t b e H e a l t h 
O f f i c e r . 
Tbe Board of H ealth met yesterday at 
the M ayor’s office,all the members being 
present. 
It was recommended that the limits 
prescribed in Ordinance No. 153, with 
regard to the keeping of two cows, be 
changed to com prise a district, as fol 
low s: Commencing at the southwest city 
lim its on Alvarado street to Bellevue 
avenue, to Pearl, to College, to Alameda, 
to Pleasant, to Echandia, to Brooklyn 
avenue, to Soto street, to Stevenson ave­ 
nue ; across the river to Second street, to 
San Pedro street, to Ninth street, to 
Maple avenue, and along Washington to 
the original starting place. 
John Yates, of 507 South Spring, ap­ 
plied to the Board for permission to put 
a watering trough in front of his place. 
The request was denied. 
Several old bills from T. A. McNeil, 
the former holder of the contract for the 
burial of dead anim als: One for $30, for 
the disposal of three dogs, was referred 
to the pound-keeper; another of $156, 
for the burial of horses, was ordered 
filed. 
The H ealth Officer made a report on 
the condition of the dumping grounds, 
which he declared to be a public nui­ 
sance. 
He asserted that the Jackson 
Brothers, who held the contract for the 
disposal of tbe city garbage and were 
paid $280 a month therefor, were not 
burning any more of the stuff collected 
than was necessary to keep their furnaces 
going. 
These were used to boil the 
bodies of dead animals to get the bones 
for fertilizing m aterial. 
The garbage 
was dumped upon the ground, where it 
rotted with noisome orto'S. 
The whole 
arrangem ent was injurious to public 
health. 
The contract of Jackson Brothers was 
read, and it appeared that it was good 
for another year, and made very little re­ 
quirement for the holders in the way of 
looking out for tbe sanitary welfare of 
the public. The H ealth Officer was in­ 
structed to warn the Jacksons that they 
were maintaining a nuisance and to take 
steps to cause its abatement.

Bedrock having 
been reached, every sensible man knowB 
th a t there is no better investment on the 
continent than jadicious purchases of real 
estate in the American Riviera, where 
everybody talks the language of the 
coantry, and where the most remarkable 
system of railway ramifications known 
on earth is already an accomplished fact, 
and w hich, notw ithstanding, is to be 
greatly enlarged during the next two 
years. The paper town vagary having 
disappeared, the era of solid improve­ 
ment and intelligent exploitation has 
satin. 


It has probably not occurred to many 
readers of the H 
e r a l d that the State of 
California is nearly five tim es as large as 
the whole of the kingdom of Portugal. 
Many people do not realize that Los An­ 
geles county contains an area equal to 
about one-seventh of that country. Por­ 
tugal is not a very progressive, a very 
fertile or a very level country, yet she 
has a population of 4,306,554 souls. 
W hen California is as densely peopled 
as this European country, her population 
will num ber 20,000,000 to 25,000,000. 
The areas of the three territories com­ 
pared a re : California, 156,591 square 
m iles; Portugal, 34,006 square m iles; 
Los Angeles county, 4,812 square miles. 
Portugal is rather an obscure land, and 
perhaps not sufficient im portance will 
be attached to any comparison made be­ 
tween her and the Golden State. Take, 
then, Italy for the comparison. The 
total area set down for this country is 
110,652 square miles, but the peninsula 
or m ainland, contains only 91,000 square 
miles of surface. 
That is somewhat 
more than half the superficies of the State 
of California. 
Italy tias a population of 
30.000.000. W hen California has reache<l 
the same stage of development as this 
old land she will have a population of 
50.000.000, or as many people as there 
were in the U nited States a few years 
ago. 
If the county of Los Angeles had a 
population as dense as th at of Italy, it 
would number all of a million souls. 
Spain has an area of 194,945 square 
miles. 
This is larger by more than a 
fourth than the area of 
California. 
Spain, with all her drawbacks, has a 
population of 17,500,000. 
If this State 
were as populous as the land of the Cas 
tilians it would contain over 12,000,000 
people. 
There is nothing in the natural re­ 
sources of any of the three countries 
nam ed to give 
it 
a denser popu­ 
lation 
than 
California. 
Our State 
is 
capable 
of supporting quite 
many 
people to 
the sonare 
mile 
as any of these is. 
It may not Do alto­ 
gether desirable that this State should 
ever teem with a redundant population 
to such 
a degree as this. 
Natural 
laws 
do 
not 
always 
work 
to 
the 
most 
desirable 
results 
from 
our standpoint. We are now dealing 
with facts, not theories; and 
these 
facts lead directly to the conclusion that 
California will in due time be as densely 
peopled as any of the countries glanced 
at above. They have in some degree the 
same climate and the same contour of 
land. There is as much level land in 
California in proportion to its total area as 
in any of them , and our lands are as 
fertile 
as 
any in these 
European 
countries. Our products are quite as 
diversified as theirs and we have a better 
market. 
Belgium is 
of 
course 
the moet 
thickly peopled portion of Europe, and 
far outranks the most populous portions 
of America. W ith an area of only 11,373 
square miles she has within her borders 
more than 4,000,000 of people. At that 
rate the County of Los Angeles would 
have a population approximating 2,000,­ 
000. 
The soil of Belgium is unusually 
fertile. Tnere is very little waste laud 
in her territory, and it is all kept in the 
very highest state of cultivation. There 
is no reason why the greater part of our 
county should not be brought into as 
productive a state, and we can produce 
crops here which pay m any tim es more 
than the best results to be shown in this 
small nation of Europe. The fact of Bel­ 
gium ’s 4,000,000 of souls is all the argu­ 
m ent needed to prove the proposition 
that Los Angeles county will support 
over a million souls. 
As compared with 
this small kingdom, the Golden State 
should have a population of nearly 60,­ 
000,000. 
France has an area of 204,066 square 
miles. 
H er population is 38,000,000. 
At the same rate California would have 
nearly 30,000,000 of people in her bor­ 
ders, and Los Angeles county would be 
inhabited by not less than 1,000,000 
people. 
California, and Southern California 
in 
particular, 
should 
Drove 
not 
only capable of supporting quite as many 
people to the square mile as either Bel­ 
gium or France, but our land should 
prove more attractive to the average man 
than they. Ours is a m uch more de­ 
lightful climate than that of France, 
which, excepting in the extreme south, 
is bad. Then our free institutions, our 
excellent educational facilities, the vigor 
of our people and many other factors 
in our favor should m aterially aid in 
drawing population to our shores. 
Ita­ 
ly’s beauty in old 
tim es 
was 
fatal to her peace, as many an indiscreet 
maiden’s ever was to her happiness. 
The thought which buoyed up the heart 
of Goth, Visigoth or furious H un in all 
his wanderings was that beyond the 
Alps lay Italy. 
Ours is a peaceful in­ 
vasion, but it will be in the proportions 
of the hordes who crossed the Alps to 
quaff the wines of Italy. 
From the 
frozen plains of the E ast and the m ala­ 
rial morasses of the South the armies 
will come in thousands to fill up the 
waste places of this beautiful and fertile 
land. 
Now, as to cities, let us see how many 
of them crowd upon each other in these 
old lands. Let us take them in classes 
from cities of 10,000 up. 
Italy has no 
less than 120 cities of a population of 
10.000 to 15,000, 
inclusive 
of 
both 
numbers. 
She 
has 
44 
cities 
of 
population 
of 
over 
15,000 
and 
not 
over 
20,000 
each ; 
21 
cities 
over 20,000 and not over 25,000 popula­ 
tion each; 21 cities of over 25,000 and 
not over 50,000; 6 cities of 50,000 to 100,­ 
000 both inclusive, and 9 cities of over 
100.000, of which 4 cities have over 200,­ 
000 each. 
France has 91 cities w ith a popula­ 
tion of from 10,000 to 25,000 both inclu­ 
sive; 32 cities of 25,000 to 50,000; 13 of 
50.000 to 100,000; 10 of over 100,000, of 
which 4 are over 200,000, and of these 2 
are over 300,000, one being a city of 
2,344,550. 
Spain has 71 cities of between 10,000 
and 25,000:14 cities of between 25,000 
and 50,000; 9 cities of between 50,000 
and 10,000 ; 4 cities of over 100,000, of 


which one contains 500,000 and another 
247,000. 
Belgium has 51 cities of between 10,­ 
000 and 25,000; 16 cities of over 25,000 
and not over 50,000; 4 cities of over 100,­ 
000, of which one is a city of nearly 
200,000 people, and one of nearly 500,­ 
000. 
Even Portugal boasts a dozen cities of 
over 10,000 souls, one of which is a city 
of a quarter of a million. 
To summarize—there are above, in 
Portugal, 12 cities of over 10,000 people ; 
in Belgium, 71 such cities; in Spain, 100 
such; in France, 150 such; in Italy, 256 
such cities. 
The above little study will be of inter­ 
est to those who reflect on w hat our 
future is to be. In such a study we must 
be careful of the weight we attach to the 
element of time. 
W here the world, in 
its earlier days, moved forward in social 
status, in wealth and population, by 
eons, at a later date it moved by cen­ 
turies; at a still more modern period, 
men learned to measure their progress 
by generations, so rapid was the move­ 
ment. 
W ithin the past few genera­ 
tions so accelerated has this progress 
become that we counted its gains by 
decades, then b, years, and here, now, 
on this Western Coa9t, we measure the 
movement by months. There are ele­ 
ments in our situation here which will 
make our progress the most phenomenal 
in history. 
It has been dem onstrated in 
the past th at our attractive forces can 
discount those oí any other section of the 
earth. These forces may be inoperative 
for a short period owing to the strong 
resistive currents at work in the East. 
These counter currents are all temporary, 
while ours are constant. They will pass 
away, and then ours will draw multitudes 
here again. 
Let us not forget these facts. 
Califor­ 
nia is capable of supporting 15,000,000 to 
20.000.000, Los Angeles county will not 
be full to the extent of her capacity when 
a million people camp here. 
California 
will see a couple of hundred cities withiu 
her borders. 
One of these will contain 
1.000.000 souls, and at least one more 
will contain half that num ber. 
Los An­ 
geles will be second, if not the first, and 
arouud her, as a central sun among m u­ 
nicipalities, 
will 
cluster m any large 
satellites. _________________

R e In sists T h a i lierin a n y W a u ls to 
Seize o n Sam oa. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
February 
1.—Senator 
Frye, of Maine, said to an Associated 
Press reporter this evening that to-day’s 
developments in Samoan m atters has 
not, in h is opinion, changed the situation 
in any im portant particular. “ The Ger- 
m aus,” he said, “ may have abandoned 
temporarily their rash methods, 
but 
they have not in the least changed 
their purpose; but on the contrary will 
go straight forward to the completion of 
that purpose, unless some action is taken 
by this governm ent to prevent it. The 
G erm ans,” 
said the Senator, “ have 
made up their m inds long ago to take 
possession of the Samoan Islands, and 
they will not change their policy in 
this respect as long as the United States 
Government offers no objection. Congress 
should instruct the President to make 
a dem and upon Germany for the restora­ 
tion of the status quo. “ That demaLd,” 
he said, “ would undoubtedly be com­ 
plied w ith. 
She cannot afford to ignore 
it, for if commercial intercourse between 
the two countries should be interrupted, 
Germany would lose more in a week 
than the possession of Samoa could re­ 
pay in a thousan d years.”

W a s h in g t o n , February 1.—The news 
of the recent action of the German forces 
at Samoa has given rise to a commotion 
amoug the members of the House, and 
much indignation is felt at the announce­ 
m ent that the Germans intend to search 
vessels arriving at Samoa. 
R epresenta­ 
tive Tiiomas of Illinois, a particularly 
active and influential member of the 
Committee on Naval Affairs, has pre­ 
pared the following resolution, which 
will be presented to the House at the 
first opportunity: 
W h e r e a s , From reports transm itted 
to Congress by the President of the 
United States and from current news 
paper accounts, the rights of American 
citizens ap|>ear to have been grossly in- 
aded and the commercial interests of 
the United States jeopardized by the 
action of 
the 
German Government 
through its Naval forces in the Samoan 
Islands; and, 
W h e r e a s , Late newspaper dispatches 
show that 
steps 
have been 
taken 
looking to the acquisition of the Sa­ 
moan Islands by ihe German govern­ 
ment in violation of the rights and 
integrity of the government, w ith which 
government the U nited States 
holds 
treaty and commercial relations, and 
in violation of the treaty rights of the 
United States; therefore, he it 
Resolved, By the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States, in 
Congress assembled, that the President 
is hereby authorized and directed to take 
such steps, forcibly, if deemed expe­ 
dient, as are necessary and proper to 
protect and m aintain the honor, dignity 
and interests of the flag and governm ent 
of the United States and its citizens, 
wherever dispersed, against the acts of 
the Emperor of Germany or his forces. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 1.—The Presi­ 
dent transm itted to Congress additional 
correspondence relative to Samoa, show­ 
ing, in conformity with Bayard’s repre­ 
sentations, that the Gorman Govern­ 
ment has exempted foreigners from the 
operation of m artial law in Samoa, and 
directed that the German Consul relin­ 
quish command of the adm inistration of 
the islands. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 1. — In the 
Senate Salisbury offered a resolution 
(agreed to) instructing the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to inquire into the 
condition of affairs in the Samoan Is­ 
lands and report at an early day wliat 
measures are necessary to protect the 
interests of American citizens therein, 
and discharge any obligations of the 
United States to the T>eonle of tHr>«p 
islands in m aintenance of tbeir own local 
government from interference of any 
foreign power, and secure the just rights 
and interests of the United States in the 
future control and government of thoBe 
islands. 
W a s h in g t o n , February 1.—The Presi­ 
dent to-day sent the following message 
to Congress: 
“ February 1st. 
“ As supplem entary to my previous 
message on the subject, I have now the 
honor to transm it a report from the Sec­ 
retary of State relating to affairs in 
Samoa. 
G r o v e r C l e v e l a n d . ” 
“ As the questions of German action 
and American rights in Samoa are under 
consideration by Congress, I beg leave to 
transm it herewith, with a view to their 
being laid before Congress, copies of 
correspondence 
touching 
affairs 
in 
Samoa which has taken place since Jan ­ 
uary 30th, the date of your last message 
to Congress on the subject. This consists 
cf 
a 
telegram to this 
Departm ent 
from Blacklock, Vice-consul of the United 
States at Apia, dated January 31st, and 
a paraphrase of my telegraphic instruc­ 
tion of the same date to our Minister at 
Berlin, of which a copy was also sent to 
the Charge d’Affaires at London aad my 
note of the same date to Count Arco Val­ 
ley. To-dav I was waited upon by the 
German Minister at thiscapital.w ho read 
me a note from his Government, which I 
transcribed from liio dictation, and now 
enclose a copy of its text. The enclosed 
telegram from Blacklock read s: 
“ ‘A u c k l a n d , January 3 1 .— The German 
Consul declares Germany at war with 
Samoa under m artial law.’

been given by the Government, and, 
second, because thero is no opponent in 
the islands against whom war could be 
declared. Tamasese is a friend of the 
Germans. M ataafa is not recognized as 
a ruler by Germany. To declare war 
against him would’ he tantam ount to 
recognizing his sovereignty. The Ger­ 
man forces may, on a basis of self­ 
defense and reprisals, be engaged in 
actual warfare, which, however, would 
not involve the consequences of an inter­ 
national war. W hen, some years ago, 
German officer named Schmidt was shot 
by Cariista, nobody dream ed of declaring 
war against the friendly Government of 
Spain, but our ships tried to capture 
Carlist force as a reprisal. The affair in 
Samoa is analogous. 
B e r l i n . February 1.—On the strength 
of the North German Gazette’s article on

searching foreign vessels for contraband 
of war. 
. B e r l i n , 
February 1.—The Cologne 
Gazette says: 
“ Germany must restore 
the authority in Samoa which was griev­ 
ously shaken by the events of December 
and must make an example of the mis- 
doers. 
It can only occasion complica­ 
tions with America if her Congress de­ 
sires to stay the hand of Germany and 
officially supoort M staafa’s band. 
O 
the other hand, the diplomatic side of 
the question does not bear the com 
plexion of war fury. 
In the nineteenth 
century no battle will be fought over 
Samoa. 
G erm any’s proposals for the 
settlem ent of the difficulty, now on the 
way to W ashington, will convince the 
Americans of G erm any’s endeavor to 
deal justly with all duly established in­ 
terests.”

I n d i a n a p o l i s , Feburary 1.—General 
Harrison had a num ber of visitors to-day, 
tho most notable being Senator, Sabin of 
M innesota. The M innesota Senator had a 
long conference with the President-elect. 
In a brief interview ho said he waB very 
eorrv Senator Allison had declined the 
Treasury, and declared that he, himself, 
had simply stopped over a few hours to 
call on Harrison in a eocial and friendly 
way. 
He had nothing new to com muni­ 
cate. 
The committee of colored m en from 
Virginia and M aryland waited on the 
President-elect this afternoon in the in­ 
terest of Senator Mnhone for a Cabinet 
position. 
General 
Harrison 
gave 
the committee a cordial welcome and 
spent half an hour in conversation with 
them . They do not claim that the Gen­ 
eral gave them any encouragement that 
Mahone would be a m em ber of the Cab­ 
inet. 
. 
Politicians are at sea now as regards 
Cabinet speculation, Senator Allison’s 
declination having necessitated ttie tear­ 
ing down of all tho work of construction, 
with the exception of Blaine, aud begin­ 
ning all over again. In conversation to­ 
day, General Harrison jocosely rem arked 
t iat if he could find seven men in Alaska 
he believed he should put them in his 
Cabinet, as a means of restoring harmony 
in the States. 
Late to-night it is asserted that the 
political signs point more strongly toward 
John C. New for a m em ber of the Cabi­ 
net. 
Here 
it 
is 
believed that he 
would 
not 
accept 
anything 
but 
the Treasury portfolio, 
Ueferring to 
this 
gossip, a prominent 
politician 
said to a correspondent to-night that 
Justice Miller, of the Federal .Supreme 
Court, intends to retire from the bench 
at an early day. 
“ H e is com petent,” 
said this gentlem an, “ to fill any position 
under 
the 
Government, 
*aml 
his 
nomination as Secretary of th e Treas­ 
ury would m eet with the approval of 
the entire West, and the East could find 
no objection to him . 
It is true he is 
well advanced in years, and would prob­ 
ably break down if he undertook all the 
details of such a great office. But th a t is 
not necessary; neither is it im perative 
that he should remain in otiice throughout 
the entire term . 
H is appointment, even 
though tem porary, would serve a good 
end as, after the House is organized, 
some yoimger man 
could easily be 
substituted.”

W a s h in g t o n , February 1.—The papers 
relating to the harbor of Pago-Pago, 
which Senator Sherm an announced in 
the Senate this morning th at he had re­ 
ceived from Secretary Bayard, are of in­ 
terest, in view of the prominence given 
at the present time to Samoan affairs. 
Secretary Bayard's letter to Sherm an íb 
as follows: 
“ Observing th at th e question of the 
right of the U nited States at Pago-Pago 
harbor, Samoa, is under discussion in 
the Senate, I enclose, for such use as you 
may deem proper, a copy of the deed 
of 
transfer 
of 
that 
harbor to 
the 
U nited 
States 
in 
1878, 
a 
copy 
of 
which 
was 
sent 
to 
the Navy D epartm ent at the tim e of its 
receipt here. 
W ith it are two notes of 
Mr. Goward, who was United States 
Commercial Agent at th at station, which 
are explanato/y of the transfer.” 
The deed referred to was made out on 
board the United States Steamer Adams 
in the harbor of Pago-Pago, and reads as 
follows: 
To whom it may concern: 
Be it known that we, the undersigned, 
being dully authorized and empowered 
by Taimua and Faipule of the Samoan 
Government do hereby, on this fifth day 
of Angust, 1878, transfer to the Govern­ 
ment of the United States the privilege 
of using the port of Pago-Pago and the 
shores thereof in accordance with the 
provisions of treaty of friendship and 
commerce concluded at W ashington in 
the United States of America, between 
the United States aud Samoa, on the 
17th day of January, 1878.” [Signed by 
the chiefs.] 
A letter from Goward to A ssistant Sec­ 
retary Rives, dated January 31, 1889, 
says th at the four persons signing were 
Samoan authorities, in view of the fact 
th at they were individual owners of prop­ 
erty along the shore of the harbor of 
Pago-Pago. 
Continuing, the letter says : “ In my 
opinion, this instrum ent m ight be re­ 
garded as transferring to the United 
States the title to the land. 
At the time, 
I was not authorized or prepared to ac­ 
cept an absolute sale in fee simple not 
knowing how far the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent de6irod to proceed in the m at­ 
ter. For th a t reason, the phraseology 
employed was th at used in the treaty, 
leaving thereby the interpretation of the 
same to the Departm ent. Goat Island 
was selected as the place for raising a 
flag 
commemorating 
the 
event, 
in 
consideration

that it commanded a view of the whole 
harbor, w ith the intention of indicating 
that the United States Government was 
not confined in its selection of any par­ 
ticular part of the shore for use as a 
coaling station during the period covered 
by the language of the treat y, viz., ten 
years or more.

Captain Ernst Will/., 
the United States Commissioner, went to 
Madison to hear tho testimony and Pope 
appeared before him . 
The news that 
Pope and W iltz were engaged in this 
occupation spread around the county. 
The feelings of reckless people were 
worked upon, and a deliberate plan was 
laid for Iasi night to assassinate Pope. 
The Governor yesterday afternoon re­ 
ceived notice that lynching would be at­ 
tem pted laBt night. SheriffParram ore im­ 
m ediately collected a posse and surround­ 
ed the house which Pope was occupying. 
This demoralized the would-be lynchers 
who were surprised to see that their 
scheme had been foiled. Mr. Pope re­ 
m ained in the house all day. but it is 
feared the lynchers will take "him off his 
guard, and a strict watch is being kept 
by the Sheriff and posse. 
To-night the 
excitem ent runs high, and another attack 
is feared. 
Pone has just telegraphed a 
friend h ere: “ Don’t worry. I am all 
right so far.” He was born and raised 
in Madison, and popular feeling there is 
very bitter against him on account of 
his political record.

A placard was posted, last 
night, near the Broadway stables, read­ 
ing : “ Be on hand to fight the scabs and 
policemen to-morrow.” 
Eighth avenue 
lias not yet rnn any cars, and the Belt 
Line will not start until police protection 
is assured. 
This will be done by con­ 
centrating tbe force as soon as the other 
lines are set running. 
B r o o k l y n , February 1.—Four cars were 
run this morning under police protection, 
w ithout interference. 
Some rails were 
found torn up on Fifth avenue. A com­ 
mittee called on President Richardson, 
but nothing came of it. The report that 
lines owned by other companies would bo 
tied up this morning, proved untrue. The 
men will remain at work to help tbe 
others financially. 
Some credence is given to the roport 
that Richardson brought about the strike 
tu piocüié all the stock iu the road, and 
allows the tie-up to go on to secure a 
large sum in damages from the city.

Two thousand 
people collected and a special detail of 
police was sent for and cleared the 
street. It is learned tho strikers have 
purchased at one store three dozen 
sledge-hammer handles. 
The only serious affray this afternoon 
was when the policeman on duty at Mad­ 
ison avenne and Fifty-seventh street was 
set upon by a largo crowd of strikers and 
badly beaten. 
Finally, when on the 
ground and nearly overpowered, he drew 
his revolver and’ fired. 
One man was 
seen to fall, but was carried away by his 
comrades, and the crowd dispereed.
